Announcement that tho atomic the- 


ory has been blasted, made at a meet- 
! ing of the middle western sections of 
Uhe American Chemical Society

Northwestern

will not revolutionize tho teaching of 
physics nnd chemistry, according to 
u statement made Thursday by John 
Arbuthnot, head of the major science 
department of the high school, Mr. 
Arbuthnot thinks the announcement 
matters little, and that only one or 
two new facts, which are of minor 
importance, have- been discovered.

sarily these statements areintricate and technical and require ex- 
^" perts to understand them fully. That U why few policyholders 
try to- they are willing to let Insurance Departments do it for them.

al Anthem," which treats oC the baleful effects of 
syncbpation.

champion Mr. Manners' .view, is a national curse 
which is wickedly leading wholesome Americans 
astray, while its- defenders insist that it is noth- 
ing more than a 
pleasant, .if banal, form ol 


amusement and a healthful, stimulating exercise. 


Although this sudden assault upon our one 


conspicuous contribution to music may appear a 
trine late now that jazz in its wildest state has 
passed on to Europe and has been replaced by a 
more refined phase over here, the reform "ele- 
ment is making the most ot it. . A bill attempt- 
ing to regulate modern dancing and dance music 
has recently been introduced into the New York 
legislature, 
and will doubtless be vigorously 


pushed through the law-making machinery in the 
near'future. 
Meantime, New Yorkers of promi- 


nence, including many in tho theater and in the 
pulpit, are eloquently voicing their views on the 
subject. 


"My objection to jazz," says Miss Laurette Tay- 


lor, whose talent and charming personality are 
making her husband's play, "The National An- 
them," a great success, "is that one can't sit still 
when it is played. You just must get up and 
wear yourself out dancing. 
When you become 


accustomed to the pronounced*rhythm you are 
unable to get that beautiful relaxation which 
comes from the appreciation ot fine music. This 
is really doing a terrible Injury to young people." 


Miss Ida M. Tarbell. well known author, holds 


a somewhat similar view. 


"Jazz is to me a very irritating thing," she de- 


clares. 
"It assaults the nerves and dulls the

Giving Mr. Blalne credit for all 


be'.ief'In the effectiveness of public scrutiny, it 
may be said that his ultimate object is to in- 
crease the revenue of the state by making those 
who should pay more taxes than 
they 
report, 


settle to the last dollar. -What machinery is there 
with which to accomplish this purpose? 
That 


Imposed by law with penalties attached for fail- 
ure to make report and in documents within the 
hands' of the tax commission lor examination. 
That is tho only answer to the question. 


One of the foundation stones of our government 


•was the protection of private rights. 
The 
re- 


bellion in the hearts of the colonists was deepen- 
ed and emphasized by .the 
invasion 
of 
those 


rights by the British government for the collec- 
tion of burdensome taxes and the imposition of 
hardships under which no man's home was sato 
from assault by the King's men. 
Gradually wo 


have been getting away from those early prin- 
ciples by the imposition of laws of a paternal 
nature invading every activity. '.There should 
be laws to protect the people .aguinst- injustice,- 
against robbery in, the guise of trade, against 
combinations for the purpose of increasing prices. 
and we have all of them. All these ends ars 
accomplished by machinery of -law which pre- 
serves inviolate the condition in any man's busi- 
ness until it comes to open court. Laws cover all 
these various situations. The failure of enforce- 
ment is where the difficulty lies. More and more 
machinery of law is being demanded, all the 
•time. And after wo got it we lot it go by de- 
fault. 
Suppose every man were- compelled by 


law to label every article sold openly as to price 
nnd the amount of profit should be fixed by stat- 
ute. That would be carrying paternalism to an 
irreducible decimal but It is no more an invasion 
of private rights than Is the opening of every 
men's report of his business or salary he receives 
to public gossip. 


In the last session of the legislature the same 


men who voted so heavily against Mr. 
Elaine 


wore almost equally divided on any- issue, where 
the governor and his opponents met in conflict. 
But here, in a special session, knowing that tho 
governor had made the repeal of the secrecy 
clause a test of loyalty to him, the very men who 
had remained steadfast last winter refused to 
play politics and violate the legal ethics of pri- 
vate rights. But they did say to- the 
governor,- 


"You shall have all the machinery you need; 
you shall have the right regarding which you 
seem to have question now, of looking over every 


• tax return yourself and to permit any other state 


or local officer to have the same-privilege; and 
you shall also have additional -funds for the pur- 
pose." 
: 


But that did not seem to be quite enough. It 


is not pleasant to say of a governor that in the 
•light of his veto he was not holding a special 
session for improving 'the collection of taxes but 
for collecting politics. 


It is quite the thing that there should be a

AVE .UlE THE EAST MARKS OF THE WORLD 


Mails are loaded with propaganda from every 


part of. the world. Cries for money for help from 
all over Europe, Asia and Africa come with in- 
creasing frequency. Tons of propaganda for this 
side or that, for this revolution or that, cumber up 
the service in the post offices and each day the 
clamor gets louder. We are the easy mark of 
the- world. Lillian Russell, a special commis- 
sioner Of the Iniralgration department, after a 
time in office, has said that back of the whole 
propaganda flood Is the .dollar sign and she' is 
"of tho firm belief that there are organizations 
financed for tho sole purpose of making money 
out of what they call 'humanity.' " 


Commenting on this the Detroit Free Press 


says it Is time for the American 
people to get 


hard boiled and to make doubly certain before 
they join any movement to invest in the appeal 
lor humanity, that it is.backed by the truth and 
that this is the only way to protect the thinning 
American pocket book from hobo organizations 
and. adventurers and beggar governments.

And after all, jazz affects only a fraction of the 
population. 
Eighteenth century drawing-rooms 


were just as shocked by the waltz and other so- 
called round dances as we are today by the ul- 
tra-modern ,steps that accompany jazz music." 


A jierve specialist quoted by a New York news- 


paper considers jazz very bad for the world in 
general, while a well known priest declares that 
it is "rotten," leading to "all sorts of lascivious 
danclnp and destroying whatever taste, for good 
music there might be." 


Irving- Berlin, who has made a fortune in com- 


posing jazz hits naturally defends the product. 
"We live in a jazz ago;" he. points out, "and if 
| you don't like jazz you are out of tune, with the 
times. And a majority of people must like it or 
It wouldn't be universal throughout America, s.s 
it most certai-.-.ly is. Music reflects the thoughts 
and habits of the people. There is. more freedom 
in social customs now. Young women go.about 
alone, everyone Is more independent and all this 
'Is'cluly reflected in the'music of the day." '•

1 At least one serious composer, ulso. Miss Kc- 


bccca Clark, a young woman whose compositions 
for the viola have attracted favorable attention, 
takes a generous view of jazz. "I like it for Its 
rhythm," she says, "and I consider it better than 
the mawkish sentimentality of the English bal- 
lads." In the last analysis, jazz is only primitive 
rhythm and in a way that'is.'its trouble. 
It 


makes a primitive appeal. 
Harmony combined 


with "rhythm gives us something else to respond 
to and brings out emotions' of a different kind." 


In Europe, jazi: is much more highly regarded 


than in. tills-country, although its 'widespread 
popularity, has not been viewed by the bourgeoisie 
without a storm of scared protest. 
Over there, 


however, It haw aroused much interest among 
acrious musicians who at least respect originality. 
And that jazz Js an American product,, in spite of 
Its supposed jungle origin, camiot'-be denied. 


"But," says one European authority, "if your 


serious American composers, through excess cul- 
ture, .continue to ignore or sneer at jazz,, they 
may miss a very valuable' opportunity—the op- 
portunity of initiating the next great revolution 
in music.. We may discover-over here that jazi 
will furnish to European music that Infusion of 
new blood and strength that is now. so necessary 
to its. very life. In that event, it may return to 
you Americans disguised as 'modern music' with 
the stamp of European approval which—pardon 
me—seems so necessary to yo-jr cultured classes 
in 'the United States, In other words, -what you 
now despise and reject as vulgar, cheap and con- 
temptible, your musicians may acclaim when 
eventually it reappears under a European label."

Meanwhile, jazz Is undergoing a reform in this 
| country. It started out in California a few years 
ago when a young musician in the San Francisco 
Symphony Orchestra decided that he wanted to 
get married, and that in order to accomplish the 
feat he would have to have a larger income than 
his symphony salary. There was only one thing 
for him to do—to take,tip dance music. He did;, 
and since then jazz has never been the same. As 
a trained and highly accomplished musician, he, 
began taking all the popular "blues" songs and 
'skillfully arranging them for orchestration. The 
average popular song consists of merely one mel- 
ody which is simply repeated over and 
over 


again. 
Occasionally, at very rare intervals, a 


popular sonfr writer may grow extravagant and 
combine a couple of melodies, but this is regard- 
ed as unnecessarily wasteful. The one melody of 
the popular song is the same as the theme of 
classical music. Paul \Vhiteman was the first to 
conceive the idea of taking this one jazz melody 
and filling in the gaps between its occurrence 
with counter melodies. 
First comes a dramatic 


.introduction leading up to the jazz melody, while 
after that each time the, melody occurs it is pre- 
ceded by a bit of—say a Liszt rhapsody 
or * 


Chopin mazurka—possibly even a difficult passage 
by Bach. 


According to Mr. Whiteman, this task, which 


is now being followed by nearly all the leaders 
of American dance orchestras, is one 
which 


should not incur the scorn of good musicians. 
"All classical music," he says, "consists, in the 
final analysis, of the. folk themes of peasants 
which have been built into sophisticated art. 
With the possible exception of McDowell and 
Cadman, our dance music has thus far been 
America's one original contribution to the music 
of the world. Our other music has been the re- 
.sult of European influences. 
And Europe gives 


us credit for our contribution."

to 120,000 acres in 1021. reports L,. F. 
Graber of tho agronomy department 
of tho i;ntverslt.v ot Wisconsin. 


According to figures compiled for 


the past season by the crop reporting 
service, 18 counties produced 00 per 
cent of Wisconsin's total alfalfa pro- 
duction of 120.000 acres. Each 
of 


these counties Had more than 2,000 
acres of alfalfa.

Green county is first, having 15.41- 


acres of alfalfa. Second comes Wau- 
kesha county.
